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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  PI  THE  AREA 


(1)  Home  Nursing  and.  Midwives 

These  services  are  provided  "by  the  Health  Department  of  the  Somerset 
County  Council.  Three  District  Nurses  reside  within  the  area  and  where 

. required  there  is  liasion  with  the  Local  Authority. 

(2)  Home  Helps 

The  Home  Help  service  is  operated  and  controlled  by  the  Welfare  Dept., 
of  the  Somerset  County  Council.  A number  of  cases  of  elderly  persons 
living  alone  are  referred  to  the  Home  Help  Organiser  and  in  most  cases 
assistance  has  been  provided  which  has  resulted  in  a general  improvement 
in  home  conditions. 

( 3 ) Infectious  Diseases 

Where  required  cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  removed  to  isolation 
hospitals  outside  the  area  and  the  necessary  enquiries  and  investigations 
are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector, 

(4)  Laboratories 

Arrangements  for  the  carrying  out  of  Pathological  and  Bacteriological 
Examinations,  Analysis  of  Foodstuffs  etc.,  are  made  with  the  Somerset 
County  Laboratory  at  County  Hall,  Taunton  and  with  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  at  Musgrove  Park  Hospital,  Taunton, 

( 5 ) Ambulance  Facilities 

These  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Somerset  County  Council. 

(6)  Hospitals 

There  are  no  hospitals  of  any  description  within  the  area.  Hospital 
accommodation  for  cases  of  infectious  diseases  remains  unchanged. 

(7)  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes 

There  are  no  maternity  or  Nursing  Homes  within  the  area  of  this 
Authority.  Where  necessary  maternity  cases  are  removed  to  Minehead, 
Tiverton  or  Taunton  Hospitals-  fiaoaa  o.-f  M^-tomal  Mortality  and  pueperal 
Pyrexia  a-*-*©  iiiToo  Luguted  by  the  County  Authority.  Ante-Natal  and  Child 
Welfare  Clinic  is  held  at  Exmoor  House,  Dulverton  each  month. 

(*>  Institutional  Provisions  for  the  Care  of  the  Mental  Defective 

There  are  no  such  institutions  within  the  area  of  this  Authority. 

( 9)  Diptheria  Immunisations  and  Vaccinations 

Diptheria  Immunisations,  poliomyelitis  and  smallpox  vaccinations  are 
carried  out  by  general  practitioners  and  at  the  monthly  clinic  held  at 
Exmoor  House,  Dulverton. 
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PUBLIC 


HEALTH  ENVIRONMENT  IN  THE  AREA 


Hater  Supply 

(1)  The  West  Somerset  Water  Board  are  the  Statutory  Undertakers  for  most 
public  supplies  in  the  area  of  the  Lulverton  Rural  District,  the  only 
exception  being  a small  area  at  Oldways  End  in  the  parishes  of  Dulverton 
and  Brushford  which  is  supplied  by  the  North  Devon  Water  Board. 

Nine  out  of  a total  of  eleven  parishes  in  the  area  have  a public 
water  supply.  Routine  samples  both  for  Bacteriological  and  Chemical 
examination  are  taken  at  frequent  intervals  during  the  year  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor  and  the  results  of  the  samples  so  taken  are 
set  out  in  his  report. 

(2)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

This  subject  is  dealt  with  fully  in  the  Public  Health  Inspector's 
section  of  this  report. 

(3)  Rivers  and  Stream  Pollution 

The  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  is  dealt  with  mainly  by  the  Devon 
River  Authority. 

(4)  Schools 

All  schools  within  the  area  have  flush  toilets  although  in  many  of 
the  older  schools  these  are  contained  in  old  buildings  sometimes  far  removed 
from  the  main  school  buildings.  Following  strong  representations  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  the  County  Council  have  accepted  the  need  for  improvements 
to  such  accommodation  and  plans  for  new;  toilet  facilities  were  prepared  in 
respect  of  Schools  at  Withypool,  Exford,  Wins ford,  Dulverton,  Brompton  Regis 
and  Upton,  and  the  first  of  these  schemes  at  Exford  was  in  fact  commenced 
during  1967. 

The  majority  of  Schools  have  kitchens  attached  where  school  meals  are 
prepared  and  these  premises  are  inspected  from  time  to  time  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.

PREFACE 


Mr  Chairman, Ladies  & Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  tenth  Annual  Report  upon  the  work 
of  the  Department  during  1967* 

The  text  and  accompanying  statistics  in  each  section  of  the  Report 
again  gives  some  indication  of  the  wide  and  varied  nature  of  the  duties 
performed  in  an  office  where  the  duties  of  Public  Health  Inspector  & 
Surveyor  are  combined.  The  report  contains  the  information  required  by 
Ministry  Health  Circular  l/68. 

By  reason  of  the  continued  growth  in  general  administrative  work, 
and  further  increased  legislation  which  this  department  are  required  to 
enforce  the  amount  of  routine  Public  Health  Inspections  is  apt  to  decrease 
and  this  is  a matter  over  which  concern  should  be  felt  and  onw  which  should 
.justify  a review  of  the  staff  structure  of  the  department.  In  the  absence 
of  some  additional  staff  routine  works  im&i  be  neglected  more  and  more  and 
some  delays  on  other  works  are  inevitable. 


The  year  in  question  has  been  one  of  steady  growth  in  the  services 
provided  by  the  Council  with  capital  works  in  progress  on  Housing  and 
Sewerage  Schemes,  extension  of  Refuse  Collection  services  and  for  the 
improvements  of  Council  Houses, 

My  thanks  are  again  expressed  to  members  of  the  Council  for  their 
support  and  to  all  members  of  the  staff  in  particular  Mr  Jones  and  Mrs 
Davenport  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  throughout  the  year.

HOUSING 


Eight  new  bungalows  were  completed  during  the  year  on  a site  at 
Market  Close,  Brushford  bringing  the  total  of  Council  owned  dwellings 
within  the  area  to  257 «

Following  extensive  survey  work  the  Council  gave  serious  consideration 
to  unsatisfactory  hot  water  systems  at  a number  of  Post  1945  Council 
dwellings.  Instructions  were  given  for  certain  works  to  proceed  and  with 
the  aid  of  the  direct  labour  force  alterations  to  such  systems  were 
completed  at  four  houses  during  the  year. 

With  the  exception  of  external  decorations  the  majority  of  routine 
maintenance  works  were  undertaken  by  the  small  direct  labour  force  which 
is  controlled  and  supervised  by  the  Department. 

to  Private  Housing  and  Action  under  Housing  Acts. 

Eight  private  dwellings  were  erected  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  five  for  the  previous  year.  A further  five  dwellings  were  in  course 
of  construction  at  the  end  of  December  and  in  addition  plans  for  a private 
estate  development  for  15  dwellings  were  approved.

WATER  SUPPLY 


a)  Public  Supplies 


The  quality  of  water  supplied  by  the  West  Sonerset  Water  Board 
continued  to  be  generally  satisfactory.  Only  in  the  case  of  one  or  two 
small  village  supplies  did  occassional  samples  fail  to  reach  the  high 
standard  required  for  public  supplies,  and  in  no  case  did  any  report 
signify  serious  contamination.  Results  of  the  samples  obtained  in 
respect  of  each  of  the  supplies  are  as  follows; -

In  addition  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  examination  and  asummary 
of  results  obtained  are  set  out  in  Appendix  I of  this  report. 

No  complaints  of  shortage  of  water  were  received  during  the  year  from 
areas  served  by  the  statutory  undertakers  and  it  is  understood  the  Board  met 
all  demands. 

Of  the  1,551  dwellings  throughout  the  area  approximately  1,000  are 
connected  to  a mains  supply,  the  remainder  - mostly  outlying  farms  and  cottages, 
rely  on  private  spring  or  well  supplies. 

Private  SupplieB 


A total  of  28  samples  were  taken  from  private  supplies  during  the  year, 
18  of  which  proved  unsatisfactory.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  taken  from  springs  which  it  was  proposed  to  utilize  for  supply 
purposes  and  repeat  samples  were  taken  following  remedial  works. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS . 


The  total  number  of  licensed  sites  within  the  area  remains  at  six,  each 
site  licensed  for  only  one  Caravan*  In  addition  the  Caravan  Club  continued 
to  run  their  site  at  the  rear  of  Exmoor  House,  Dulverton  which  accommodates 
25  Caravans  and  is  under  the  constant  supervision  of  a Warden. 

A licence  was  issued  under  the  Public  Health  Act  in  respect  of  a tented 
camping  site  at  Exford. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 


Sewerage  systems  with  disposal  works  are  provided  at  Dulverton,  Exford 
and  Brushford,  maintenance  of  which  is  undertaken  by  direct  labour.  The  Council 
-Iso  accept  responsibility  of  the  maintenance  of  a cesspool  serving  the  hamlet 
it  Oldways  End,  two  cesspools  at  Brompton  Regis  and  one  cesspool  at  Dulverton 
serving  a number  of  properties  not  connected  to  the  main  sewer  at  Kings  Corner. 
In  aldition  a number  of  septic  tanks  and  cesspools  serving  several  groups  of 
ouncil  Houses  throughout  the  district  are  also  maintained. 


Works  on  the  new  Tv'insford  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  scheme  were  < 
jomnenced  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  70^ 
complete.  The  scheme  prepared  by  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  is  the 
first  to  be  undertaken  for  many  years.  A resident  Engineer  was  appointed  to 
supervise  construction. 


Extensive  survey  works  were  carried  out  during  the  year  in  connection  with 
I she  condition  and  adequacy  of  the  Dulverton  Sewerage  Scheme  and  works  - television 
I surveys  were  made  of  sewers  which  clearly  revealed  those  sections  in  need  of 
attention  and  those  in  good  condition.  As  a result  of  jrhis  survey  progress 
has  made  on  the  pre-oaraii  nn  nf  - to  improve  enlarge  the  Dulverton

Documents  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
luring  the  year  in  connection  with  the  Council's  proposals  to  provide  a 
sewerage  scheme  to  serve  the  village  of  Bridgetown. 

Instructions  were  given  to  Consulting  Engineers  to  make  a survey  and 
hive  a preliminary  report  on  the  possibility  of  providing  a Sewerage  Scheme 
ho  serve  the  Village  of  Brompton  Regis. 

Routine  sampling  of  Sewage  Lrorks  effluents  was  carried  out  by  the  Devon 
hiver  Authority.  If  standards  of  effluent  are  to  be  maintained  to  the  high 
itandard  of  conditions  imposed  by  the  River  Authority  then  extremely  careful 
■ttention  must  be  given  to  routine  maintenance  of  ali  ™orks  in  our  care  n.nrl  a 
uneral  improvement  in  such  standards  must  be  aimed  for,  thx»  will  not  only 
.ecessitate  additional  manual  attention  but  ultimately  to  installuv-i  on  0f 

iproved  modem  plant  and  equipment.  ^ . • 
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REFUSE 


COLLECTION 


The  Refuse  Collection  service  has  worked  satisfactorily  during  the  year 
under  review.  This  section  which  perhaps  receives  least  publicity  continues 
to  grow  and  the  very  few  complaints  which  are  received  must  reflect  great 
credit  on  the  employees  engaged  on  this  work. 

Regular  collections  of  household  refuse  are  made  from  the  majority  of 
premises  within  the  district.  No  charges  are  made  for  the  collection  of  trade 
refuse  which  is  in  fact  collected  together  with  household  refuse, 

A new  Karrier  ifFore  and  Aft!l  Dual  tip  refuse  lorry  complete  with  packer 
plate  giving  18/25cu.ya.  capacity  was  purchased  in  May  1967  which  replaced 
the  lOcu.  yd.  side  loading  vehicle  which  had  been  in  constant  use  for  almost 
ten  years. 

The  following  schedule  of  Annual  mileage  covered  by  the  refuse  collection 
vehicle  indicates  the  degree  by  w&ich  this  service  has  been  extended  during 
recent  years.

Fuel  consumption  for  the  new  vehicle  amounted  to  10.2.m.p,g.  compared 
ffith  an  average  of  approximately  14.0  m.p.g.  for  the  old  vehicle, 

A number  of  extensions  of  the  refuse  collection  service  were  made  possible 
following  delivery  of  the  new  vehicle  and  revised  schedules  were  embodied  during 
July.  The  maineeffect  of  these  alterations  increased  from  monthly  to  fortnightly 
the  frequency  of  collections  to  outlying  areas. 

Containers  used  by  householders  for  the  storage  of  refuse  do  I am  afraid 
leave  much  to  be  desired,  old  drums,  wooden  boxes  and  other  unsuitable  containers 
ire  regularly  seen  on  kerbsides  on  collection  days,  such  containers  are  often 
too  heavy  for  one  man  to  handle,  are  neither  storm  proof,  fly  or  vermin  proof 
nor  are  they  provided  with  proper  lids  or  handles.  There  can  be  no  doubt  the 
only  suitable  container  for  the  storage  of  household  refuse  consists  of  the 
approved  type  sanitary  dustbin  complete  with  lid  which  can  be  day  be  obtained 
sither  as  metal  galvanised  polythene  or  rubber.  Alternatively  of  course  the 
approved  type  paper  sack  with  holder  is  acceptable.  Legislation  which  requires 
proper  containers  to  be  provided  is  seldom  enforced  but  unless  marked  improve- 
ments can  be  seen  in  the  near  future  in  the  type  of  container  used  the  enforcement 
of  such  legislation  may  become  necessary. 

The  tip  at  Hawkwell  Lane,  Oldways  End  continued  in  use  during  the  year 
for  the  disposal  of  glass,  ashes  and  other  non  combustible  refuse  not  dealt  with 
y the  incinerators  at  U&lverton. 

The  arrangement  whereby  the  main  streets  at  Dulverton  are  swept  daily  was 
continued  during  the  year  and  a contribution  towards  the  cost  is  received  from 
the  Somerset  County  Council. 

A number  of  additional  Litter  Baskets  were  purchased  during  the  year 
md  placed  at  popular  picnic  spots  throughout  the  area,  A contribution  towards 
the  cost  of  this  work  is  obtained  from  the  National  Parks  Committee. 
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PUBLIC 


CONVENIENCES 


New  Public  Conveniences  were  provided  during  the  year  by  the  Exmoor 
National  Parks  Committee  at  Tarr  Steps,  the  maintenance  of  which  is  being  undertaken 
by  the  R.D.C,  In  the  absence  of  an  adequate  water  supply  and  drainage  system 
it  was  decided  the  new  conveniences  should  be  of  the  Elsa'n  Permanent  Self  Draining 
Sanitation  type.
